Anti-Bust Coal Tar. 


A simple and economical way of tarring 


sheet iron pipes to keep them from rusting ' 
is as follows: The sections as made should 
be coated with coal tar and then filled with 
light wood shavings, and the latter set ou 
lire. It is declared that the effect of this 
treatment will be to render the iron prac- 
tically proof against rust for an indefinite 
period, rendering future painting unneces- 
sary. It is important that the iron should 
not be made too hot, or kept hot too longs 
time, lest the tar should be burned off. 
Hence the directions for the use of light 
shavings instead of any other means of 
heating.—\ew York Journal.

discover why they did not. I soon foand 
that land ia scarce and high, both in price 
and character—some of it very high, almost 
on edge in fact, and that the great necessity, 
water, ia, so far aa commercial purposes are 
concerned, as hard to get as land. The local 
streams, Roaring Creek ond Lackawanna 
river, are so impregnated with mineral de- 
posits, that their waters are unfit to use in 
boilers. Pure water has to be piped for ten 
or twelve miles at such an expense that the 
water rent of the rcil mills amounts to 
$10,000 a year. Bristol can then very well 
hope to compete with cheap fuel by offering 
cheap water. 


"I'regretted very much that I did not hate 


sufficient time at my disposal to learn more, 
I only had about eight working hours in the 
city, all told. It only remains to say that 
the Scrantoa Board of Trade showed them- 
selves giants in hospitality, their pl»n pro- 
viding for the devotion of all day Thursday 
to the entertainment of their guests winding 
up with a $600 banquet, all of which I regret 
to have'been obliged to miss."

TWO NANCY LEES. 


In the month of July, 1857, I ran away 


from a British ship which entered the port 
of Madras. I win a boy of 14, a runaway 
to sea, and captain and mates had done 
their very best to take tbe romance out of 
me. Th*r had succeeded go well that I 
•lipped ashore determined to die of starva- 
tion before I would return to a life on the 
deep. No effort wan put forth to capture 
me, and two weeka later, when I sat In the 
•bade of a wall one day hungry and pcnni- 
leas and ready to give up, an English 
woman halted before me and began to 
question me. She wag a amal 1, slim woman 
•bout forty years of age, quick of speech 
and movement, and I got the idea at once 
that abe was a sea captain's wife. I was 
not far out, as she proved to be a sea cap- 
talc's widow, and was In command of a 
brig trading with tbe east coast of Ceylon. 
She happened to be in want of another 
hand, and after being told what I could do 
•be made a proposition that I accepted. 


I found the bri« to be called the Orient. 


She was small, but almost new, and a 
rapid sailer. The crew consisted of an 
English mate, two Norwegians, a French 
boy who had run from his ship, and my- 
self. Mrs. Sweet, the captain, stood her 
watch, and this gave the mate himself, n 
man and a boy iu liia watch, while she 
had a man and a boy only, though the 
cook bad to turn out in her watch if re- 
quired. The latter was a full blooded 
negro, big and powerful, and sailor enough 
to steer or go aloft, Mrs. Sweet, an all 
agreed, being able to navigate the brig 
anywhere, and being thoroughly posted in 
every detail of the ship's work. 


I saw on the brig's deck, almost as soon 


as I set foot aboard, a nine pounder mount- 
ed on a carriage, and later on I ascertained 
that she carried a supply of small arms, 
but I gave the matter little thought and 
asked no questions. We got »way next 
day after I joined, and we bad a fine run 
down tbe coast to Cape Karikal, from 
which point we laid our course to the 
southeast. We had crossed the gulf of 
Mancar, which separates the island of Cey- 
lon from tbe southern end of Hiudoostun, 
when the wind fell to a calm one evening 
at 8 o'clock, and all night long we rolled 
About without making the least progress. 
Next morning there was a heavy mist on 
the water until after sunrise, and it gradu- 
ally burned away without bringing the 
breeze we hoped for. 


When the horizon was clear we saw a 


bark rigged craft of three times our size 
lying about three miles north of us. She 
had come down on the last of the wind, 
probably bound through the straits, and 
tbe currents had set to the eastward dur- 
ing the night. Those were suspicious days, 
but the bark looked to be an honest En- 
glishman, and we gave her no attention 
until about midafternoon.

About three years later than the date 


given at the opening of this sketch, I 
Bhlpped aboard of a British ship culled the 
Swallow to make a voyage from Bombay 
up tbe Fenian gulf and back. She was 
an old craft and a poor sailer, and her 
«rew of twelve men was made up of four 
or five nationalities. I remember there 
were two Kanakas or Sandwich islanders, 
one Lascar, a negro or two, and the others 
•were American, English and Dutch. We 
liad scarcely left Bombay when tho captain 
was taken sick with fever. Ilia name was 
Aldrich, and his wife, who was a woman 
of thirty, always sailed with him. She 
now took command in a general way, and 
thig to the satisfaction of both mates, 
though both were thorough sailors. I 
heard one of them gay that she could take 
nn observation or work a dead reckoning, 
and I saw from the orders she gave that 
the knew all about a ship. 


Wehtid good weather and made good 


progress until after we were above Muscat, 
i n the Bay of Ormtiz. Then one forenoon 
we got a squall which did not last fifteen 
minutes, but which brought down our 
fare and man-to' gall/mt masts and carried 
away n anil or two. There was only alight 
breeze after the squall hod passed, and we 
were lying to and hard at work, when an 
Arabian dhow of about two hundred tons 
burden came stealing down the coast. We 
ivere within four miles of the rocky and 
mountainous shore, but she was two miles 
Inside of us. She was no sooner made out 
than the first mate became very anxious, 
and Mrs. Aldrich was sent for to come on 
deck. She took a good look at the stranger 
through the glass and queried of the mater 


"Can we depend on the crew to fight?" 
"I hope so, ma'am," he replied. 
"Have them come aft." 
AH moved aft, and I can remember 


Jirough all the long years just how she 
looked and every word she said. She hud 
i worried, anxious look, and no wonder 
and therewusatromWins in her voice as 
she said: 


"Men, 
you know that your captain is 


cry sick. Yonder comes n pirate, if there 


e\ cr was one. If be captures us those who 
live through the fight will go into the in- 
terior as slaves or worse. If we are all 
agreed to fight we can beat him off. What 
do you say?" 


"We'll fight to the last!" shouted one,

Sooner than 
fall into his hands I will blow the old ship 
skyhigh and nil of us with her." 


We hod no cannon, but we had fifteen 


uniskcts, a lot of cavalry siibers, and the 
captain had not dodged about those waters 
with his eyes shut. Ho had two or three 
years before purchased a dozen hand gre- 
nades or stink pots, such as are used by the

The mate loaded the gun with a shell, and 
placed two others and several stands of 
grape near at hand. Our brig lay broad- 
Hide to tbe north, headed to the east. The 
loots must therefore pull bow on to us un- 
til close at hand, even if the plan was to 
neparat* and board from different points. 
This gave us a big advantage, as we could 
all lay along the port rail. The gun was 
wheeled over, the decks cleared of every 
obstruction, and then we were ready. Mrs. 
Sweet had a doubled barreled English 
fowling piece loaded with buckshot. She 
was nearest the stern. The rest of us had 
government muskets. I was pretty ner- 
vous, knowing what was at stake, and she 
noticed this, and kindly ohided me, saying 
that I must take good aim, keep cool, and 
I hat we should surely beat them oft*. She 
failed the French boy over and told him 
the same, but there was no need of speak- 
ing to the others. They were as cool as if 
It were an every day matter, and I heard 
l'ie mate say to the cook that he was 
afraid the fellows would bock out. 


The boats came on to within half a mile 


of us and then stopped. Some sort of a 
signal had been run up on the bark—prob- 
ably a notification that we were ready for 
n stout resistance. They could have seen 
MS preparing by aid of the glass. There 
was a consultation of about five minutes, 
and then came a cheer as the boats moved 
forward. Mrs. Sweet looked over at the 
mate, and he nodded his head, sighted his 
Kun, and after a long moment applied 
the port fire. There might have been some 
luck about It though he was an old 
gunner, but his shell struck the eastern- 
most boat plumb on the bows, exploded 
with a loud report, and she was wiped out 
so completely that we could not even see 
the fragments.

Cliinese. These were brought up with the 
rest and found to be fused and in good con- 
dilion. They weighed about two pounds 
apiece and each was inclosed in a net, so 
that it could be tossed quite a distance. We 
loaded our muskets, took our stations and 
were as ready as we could be. The cap- 
tain's wife alternated between the deck 
and the cabin, lie was out of his head, 
wliich was the better for him, as she had 
his revolver for use. 


The dhow sneaked along until nearly op- 


posite us. All work had been suspended 
aloft, and she must have known by this 
that we were ready for her; but she came 
on just the same. And no wonder. One 
of the men went aloft with the glass, and 
he made out two guns on her deck and a 
pei feet swarm of men. 
She was doing 


a l*>ld thing—run us aboard in broad 
<l«j light. She would not use her guns 
fearing that they would be heard and 
bring us assistance; but if that mob ever 
gained our decks we were gone. We lay 
with our head to tlie northwest, so she 
would puss our port quarter first.

A railroad reporter said: "One of the 


largest and most important, as well as 
most sensational, railroad meetings I have 
ever attended was that held in Cleveland 
in 1881. It was for the consolidation of two 
parallel lines of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton and Bee line roads. At this 
meeting were W. H. Vanderbilt, Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, W. K. Vanderbilt, Augustus 
Schell, B. H. Bristow, William L. Scott, J. 
H. Devereaux, Alexander Ferguson and 
Stevenson Burke. It was a snap meeting 
That is to say, the Vanderbilt interest had 
decided upon this consolidation regardless 
of the laws of Ohio, which prevented any 
such thing involving two parallel lines. 


All the preliminary papers had been pre- 


pared in New York, and it was proposed to 
rush the matter through before the courts 
could interfere. 
But injunctions were 


served, Vanderbilt refused to receive them 
and within a very short time an order of 
arrest followed for contempt of court, and 
an attempt was made to serve the warrants 
upon Vauderbilt. In the meantime, how- 
ever, his adherents were pretty active. The 
meeting was held, he was made a director 
of the road, the consolidation was com- 
pleted in spite of the law, a special engine 
rrta ordered steamed up and the Vander- 
jilts fled the state as fast as steam power 
could carry them. 


In the course of a year or two, when the 


courts got a whack at the matter, the 
whole thing was overturned, the injunc- 
tions in the meantime standing against the 
consolidation. The wholu state was up in 
arms against the Vanderbiles. It was fully 
two years before Vanderbilt ventured with- 
in the boundaries of Ohio. When he went 
west he had to go through Canada or 
around some other way.— New York Her- 
ald,
